So he works on at least a dozen 
ideas 
all the time, thinking, re­ 
searching and organizing. He is able 
to dev elop only half the ideas he 
wou ld like each y ear. 
“ Sermons really come ou t of the 
warp and woof of liv ing,” said the 
Rev . Cecil C. F. Wagstaff, assistant 
to the rector of St. Andrew’s Epis­ 
copal Chu rch. 
He carries 
cards 
to jot down 
ideas. And althou gh he believ es it 
important “to keep within the col­ 
lect, epistle and Gospel for the day .*’ 
he also believ es in try ing “ to make 
ou r theology as relev ant as 
we 
can.” 
Dr. 
Way ne Ward, 
professor 
of 
Christian theology at Sou thern Bap­ 
tist Theological Seminary , and the 
Rev . Harry Pinkel, director of the 
pastoral y ear of theology for Car­ 
melite priests, said sermons had a 
spiritu al 
aspect 
that made 
them 
more than a speech. 
“The real key to su ccessfu l preach­ 
ing is the preacher’s own familiarity 
throu gh reading and pray er,” Fath­ 
er Peinkel said. 
Dr. Ward said he u sed to distrib­ 
u te lists of his sermons and ask 
chu rch members to check the ones 
that had been most helpfu l. “ Us­ 
u ally they were how to meet life 


crises,” he said. “Then he often 
dev eloped these ideas into more 
sermons. 
The fou r agreed that a good ser­ 
mon shou ld be short and prepared 
well in adv ance.
